THE CLAXTON AND SUSPICION “ DILEMMA,” 
THE “NEW TURF SCANDAL,” 


Certainly the great turf “sensation” of the hour is the remark- 
able squabble between the backers of Suspicion in the race for the 
late Huntinaponsnine Stakes, and those members of ‘lattersall’s 
Committee who gaye so unfortunate a decision in what is now 
notoriously known as ‘Tue Craxron Case.” When f alluded to 
the iwatter in the Invustratup Brontiya News ef last week 
although [ knew that I was advocating, the cause of juatice, T had 
not indulged the hope that the whole range of the sporting press 
would have so unequivocally endorsed tlie views I ventured to 
express ; but, on reconsideration, the intpropriety of the decision 
arrived at by Lord WrstMonetann and Ma. PAye® appears so pal- 
pable that little surprise can be felt at what would otherwise be 
deemed the extraordinary unanimity of sentiment of ove coutem- 
poraries, But the most startling part of the affair is that Apwiran 
Rovs—the man of all others to whom wae should baye looked to 


to form an impartial opinion ais to whether the arguments 
we put forth, or those of the gallant APMIRAY and his fiends, 
have the most solid foundation, or form, tha surest and safest 
base of reasoulng for ensuring to the public. & speedy deliverance from 
the dilemma in which they have been placed. It may be premised 
that ono of the leading rules by which racing men are governed js tha 
following t-~"' The interests of the beta are insepararle with the interests 
of the Stakes, except when the winning hoyse is disqualified owing to 
wn default in making Stakes.”” Nothing can be more clearly defined 
than this, and it ia upon this clause thot the whole difficulty appears 
to turn, What were the facta of the case! ‘wo horses—Cuaxroy 
and Susprcron—started for the Huntingdonshire Stakes, and Chax- 
row came in first, upon which an objection was lodged agains) his 
having the Stakes on the ground that he had been previously scratched, 
and, therefore, had Ro right to be considered as a starter; or in 
the more forcible language of Apwinat Rous himself in another 
case, the horse must be deemed virtually defunct.”

override the Jegitimate rights and interests of the more humble 
portion of the sporting community, who (reposing the fullest 
confidence in that judicial body which has so long and so ably 
adjudicated upon the various questions which have from time to 
time affected all classes of interests within its jurisdiction) through 
their present suitor, Mr. Brvrin, appeal to the first Racing Com- 
mittee in the kingdom for an equitable jadgment upon one of the most 
important though simple cases ever submitted to them for consideration, 
Let but common fairness be exercised in the due interpretation of the 
law as it now stands, and we are assured we shall be spared the 
necessity of a recurrence to this—the almost universal Turf topic of 
the day. 

There is yet another “‘story” said to have obtained some currency 
in racing circles, but which we trust may have no better source of 
foundation than the desire of whettiog the appetite for ‘ sensations” 
which a certain portion of the press periodically indulge in, We 
allude to what is called the “‘ New Turf Scandal,” but which (if the 
report have any foundation, in fact) is of so grievous a nature that 
one of the leading magnates of the Turf, and who has hitherto been 
regarded by the patrician portion of his numerous admirers as one of 
the truest, finest, and most honest of sportsmen, will have to quit his 
position amongst men with Whom punctilio is something more than 
a byeword, and rest content with the less congenial association 
amongst those who are generally termed ‘ swindlers.” The 
gentleman to whom we especially refér—and we avoid all mention 
of his name from the strong feeling we entertain that he would never 
be guilty of an act so humiliating and disgraceful as that of which 
he fs accused—has been deliberately charged with having, while act- 
ing in the capacity of steward at one of our recent and most popular 
meetings, received, at his own request, from the official handicappers 
of Burlington-street, the handicap for a certain race in which his own 
horse was entered, and that after making certain alterations in the 
weights, the handicap appeared on the cards on the following 
morning, with such a decided advantage in favour of the horse in 
question, that he was backed at very short odds and won in. a 
common canter! Without further and more justifiable grounds for 
believing in the truthfulness of this new Turf scandal, comment 
would be, to say the least of it, imprudent.

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PAST AND THE FUTURE, 


The Cuaxton affair is as discreditable as it is sensational; and 
must lead to a more stringent rule being adopted for deciding 
wagers. There can be no doubt that the horse was Nor qualified to

SWIMMING MATCHES AT BELLE VUE GARDENS. 

On Saturday afternoon the annual swimming races took place at 
these gardens, and were witnessed by several thousands of people who 
crowded round the great lake. Tho first race was twice round the 
lake, a distance of half a mile, for four prizes ranging from £5 to 10s. 
There were nine entries, of whom six came to the starting place, H. 
Gurr, of London, a youth of 18 years, allowed his competitors 20 yards 
start ; and when they got away D. Meakin, of Manchester, led, closely 
followed by D. Pamplin, of London, Gurr crept up rapidly, and halt 
way round the lake was among the first rank of swimmers, Pamplin at 
this time being five yards ahead of all. On reaching the starting 
place the first time, Pamplin was first, Gurr six yards behind, and 
Meakin a long third. James Lees, of Manchester, and W. Schofield, 
of Huddersfield, at this point gave up the contest. A quarter of the 
way round the second time, Gurr abi Pamplin were together, Meakin 
and O. Weightman, of Nottingham, about 10 yards behind struggling 
for the third place. As they approached the starting place, the race 
bet weed the first pair became exciting, and Gurr won the race by half 
a yard. Weightman was third, The swimming was for the most part 
on the side, and the race was over in 18 min, 45 sec. A boys’ race 
followed, for a handsome cup presented by Professor Poulton; and, 
estimating the popularity of the race by the number of entries, it is to 
be regretted that opportunities for such contests are not afforded at 
our public baths. ‘he entries numbered 23, and 18 boys wore 
present and atarted together. ‘The cup was won in 64 minutes (the 
distance being once round the lake), by J. B. Johnson, 
of Manchester. Edward Schofield, of Oldham, was 
second, but had suffered all through the race from W. 
Sutcliffe, of Hulme, who was close ahead of him 
most of the time, and repeatedly fouled him. The con- 
cluding race was @ steeple-chase, once round the lake, 
the swimmers passing over two poles and under two. 
Peter Johnson, of Manchester, and Mr. Mather, of 
Manchester, started almost together, with Gurr close 
in their rear Johnson maintained a slight lead until 
the third pole was passed, when Mather got upto 
him, and, after some splendid swimming, came in five 
yards ahead of the next two, Johnson and Gurr, who 
touched the pole together.

follows : ~‘t Royal Yacht Club Regatta, 1865, Presented by the in- 
habitants of the town of Ryde.” ‘The handles and cover are exceed- 
ingly beautiful, having the club burgee, with the anchor, crown, and 
V.R. on it; alsoa wheel, anchor, boat-hook, wreath, &c.—in fact, 
every variety of yachting implement, and ornament. The cup is of the 
value of 100 guineas, designed and manufactured by Mr, Edward 
Thurlow, silver smith, Union-street, Ryde, and it may faitly be said to 
be one of the most beautiful pieces of plate ever sailed for in these 
waters.

ROCHESTER AND CHATHAM PEDESTRIAN GALA. 

This interesting event came off on Monday last, at the Star 
Hotel, a very considerable distance from the town, and on the summit 
of one of the stiffest hills that ever tried the wind of a cab horse. Tho 
gala, which is meant to be the first of an annual 
series, was instituted by Mr. G@. F. Finn, of Cauter- 
bury, & gentleman who is known as an indefatigable 
promoter of athletic sports throughout the whole 
county of Kent. The spot selected on this occasion,

Royau Oak Pakx.—The croakers against the populls and invigorating pag 
time of foot racing must confess that instead of its being on the decline as they 
assert, itis making rapid and giant strides as ono of the most favourite and health- 
ful English sports. It is one of the sports which we may truly {erm national, and as 
such may be said to form an ingredient in our very nature. It has often been 
our pleasing duty to record the great pedestrian contests which have taken place 
at this extensive and deservedly ad Pg enclosure, but the climax of pedestri- 
anism was fairly reached last Saturday afternoon, for we may safely assert that 
the event we are about to notice is without a parallel in the annals of pedestri- 
anism. Some time ago Mr. George Martin, the spirited proprietor, with his 
usual liberality announced his intention to give a splendid gold champion chal- 
lenge cup, to be competed for at one mile, the winner to take the trophy and 
the entrance money of £3 each, acd one half of the gate money to be divided 
amongst the first four competitors. The entry secured 10 of the beet pods of the 
day, their names being as follows :—William Lang (the Croweatcher), of Man- 
chester ; William Richards (the Welshman), of London; R. M'Instray (the 
Scotch Champion}, of Glasgow ; James Sanderson {alias Treacle), of Whitworth, 
near Rochdale; Patrick Stapleton, of Mossley; Siah Albison, of Bowlee, near 
Middleton ; Charles Mower, of Dereham; James Nuttall, and Jno, Neary, both 
of Manchester, and Teddy Mills, alias Young England, of Landon. As might 
naturally be expected, such a bevy of pedestrian cracks was sure to attract moro 
than the ordisary amount of attention, and each had his share of admirers. Tho 
weather on the eventful day was happily of the most beautiful description, and 
long before the time fixed tor the contest, immense numbers of people began to 
assemble at the trysting spot, which showed clearly that something more than 
usual was on the tapis, and the dense crowd that congregated bespoke an in- 
tensity of interest scarvely ever before known, the number of persons pre- 
sent being computed at 15,000, The arrangements, however, were everything 
that could be desired, which left no room for complaint, The betting ran 
furious and fast at the following prices :—2 to l against Lang, 5 to 2 against 
Albison, 7 to 2 against Richards, 6 to 1 against M‘lustray, and 6 to 1 againa’ 
Sanderson, none ofthe others being supported. Several improvements ini hy 
details were noticeable. A telegraph board was erected,upon which were shown tha 
numbers of the four successful men after the race, and & paddock was set apart in 
the centre of the course, where the attendants and trainers of the men were re- 
quired to station themselves during the progress of the race, ‘The only persons al- 
lowed on the course being the men themselves, the referee, and the representatives 
of the press, The competitors were drawn for positions during the afternooa, 
Mower obtaining the inside place, next to whom came Stapleton, Albison, Sander- 
son, Richards, Nuttall, Neary, M’Instray and Lang, in the order named; the only 
absentee being Mills, who We presume is too much occupied in his business to 
attend to foot racing, At twenty mintues past five o’clock, the men made their 
appearence, and after taking their preliminary canters doffed their flannels and 
came to the mark. The course is 651 yards in circumference, and 9 yards wide, 
and was in first rate condition. Mr. Goorge Martin (the proprietor) who offi- 
ciated as starter and referee, succeeded in despatching the tot to & capital start, 
the cry arising on all sides “they are off’ For afew yards a little confusion 
arose in the men settling down to their positions the van being led by Nuttall, 
Neary, second ; Sanderson, third; M’lnstray, fourth; Richards, fifth; Lang, 
sixth; Stapleton, seventh; Albison, eighth; and Mower, ninth. No material 
change occured until about a lap had been completed, when Nuttall was deprived 
of the lead by the Scotchman, who was full of running, and kept the game upata 
merry dance, Richards, Lang, and Sanderson lying close up in the order named, 
Stapleton and Albison being a considerable distance behind, and already out of 
the hunt.

Hamaek Lanx.—This once celebrated veteran pugilist has at length been 
floored by the great conqueror. Death on Saturday last, August 19th. John Laue, 
ox as he was generally called, Hammer Lane, was 8 native of Birmingham, born 
Dee. Aéth, 1818, and waa consequently in his 47th year. He was considered one 
of the beat meu in the palmy days of pugilism, and was matched against some 
of the first men of the time. His performances are as follows :-~He beat Harry 
Ball, for £20 a side, fighting 21 rounds, in 36 min, at Smethwick, Nov, 18, 1882; 
he next beat Hewson, at Smethwick, on Nov. 25 and 20, 1833, for £10 a side; he 
next beat Jack Green, in 23 rounds, in 33 min, for £26 a side, at Shirley, on 
March 17, 1835; his next baitle was with Tass Parkey, for £25 a sido, 48 rounds, 
at Kensale Corner, Sept. 15, 1835; he then beat Owen Swilt, for £50 a side, 104 
rounds, in 123 min, at the Four Shire Stone, Warwickshire, May 10th, 1836; he 
also beat Jack Adams; for £60, in 42 min, 16 rounds, at Woodstock, Aug. 23 
1837; his next victory was over Byng Stocks, for £50 a side, whom he finished 
off in10 rounds, occapying 22 min, at Kicester, near Oxford, Jan, 16th, 1848, He 
was thus victorious in seven well fought battles, and was but three times de- 
feated, once by Young Molineux, the celebrated black, after 63 rou: da, in 72.min, 
for 41000 side, near Vasko: June 9, 1940; again by Yankee Sullivan, at 
Crookham Common, on Veb, 2, 1841, 10 rounds, in 34 min, for £50 a side ; the 
battle was lost from Lane’s arm being broken in the tight; and, lastly, by Tom 
Davis, in 40 rounds, 67 min, for £50 a side, near Tamworth. Lano’s fighting 
weight was 10st 101b.

As these articles aro written with the view to instruct those who 
seck an acquaintance with piscatorial pursuits, and are anxious to 
attain a degree of skill in the art of taking fish, it has ever been my 
aim to render all detaily as simple and lucid as possible, and not to 
tetter the student's mind, or cloud his brain with heavy and useless 
technicalities, or swell the theme with unimportant observations or 
verbose lauguage; and I cannot refrain from remarking that many 
Writers upon fishing puzzle the beginner by a complication of direc- 
tions and unnecessary observances as regards bait and tackle, when 
the affair might be placed before himin a few plain and straightfor- 
ward sentences. ne of the most requisite points for the aspirant to 
regard is to atudy the nature and habits of the fish he is endeavouring 
to capture; for whilst some species exhibit the greatest bolduess and 
daring, and will take almost any bait—indifferent alike to time and the 
State of the water—othors, on the contrary, betray such timidity and 
sensitive apprehension, that to 
Secure them the fisherman must 
6xercise the nicest judgment, 
the utmost caution, and select 
the most seductive morsels to 
tempt the suspicious prey. . 

Perhaps a few brief observa- 
tions upon rods, lines, and baits, 
may-not be unserviceable to 
ay readers; and to commence 
With the first, my opinion is, 
that a hickory-rod is far prefer- 
able to any other, and quite 
sufficient to satisfy all tho re- 

uirements of boitom-fishing. 

ne of four joints, with a stiif 
Mt and a longer and more 
pliant one that will fit into the 
second joint, and be nearly as 
stout as the usual third joint, 
will answer every purpose;

Relative to baits, much depends upon the water, and time of yoar, 
and not a little upon the fancy or caprice of the fisherman, Worms 
will ever be greatly in request, for almost every species of fish will 
take them greedily, and perhaps the most fashionable and at the same 
time seductive are the “red worms,” easily obtained from cow dang, 
manure heaps, and tan that has been for a lengthoned period in one 
spot. Brandlings differ from the former by being encircled with yollow 
rings, and perch are particularly partial to them, whilst lob 
worms can bo procured in any quantity from moist turf, or if 
you boast of a lawn and garden as agreeable addenda to your 
mansion, you may fill your moss without any difliculty in an 
evening, especially after a brisk shower of rain. Hels, bream and 
barbel entertain a very high opinion of this latter crawler, although 
many experienced Waltonians adopt gentles aloue or amall red worms 
for bream.

The smaller the quantity used in still waters, the greater chance you 
will have of taking fish, and perhaps the wool should be 
dispensed with altogether, except where the strength of the stream 
demands that such an auxiliary should be called to the aid of the 
piscator. Roach, carp, dace and other species take the sweet paste with 
avidity. Choose paste for chub should be composed of good ripe 
cheese—not the strong and rotten—in the proportion of one part 
cheese, to three parts bread ; but many use cheese alone, without 
kneading it with the staff of life; roach are also partial to this bait. 
It is almost useless, and quite tedious to recapitulate the various and 
multitadinous inducements which you may offer to pander to the

indifference to brains or pith 
abstracted from healthy sheep 
or bullocks, to Inxuriate in the 
edible delights of an autumnal 
blackberry which has bean 
blown from its prickly bough, 
or feast with a Lucullus-like 
gusto upon a chirping grasshop- 
per, or a repulsive black beetle.

An extra expenditure of about £40 will be thus 
ineurred. In the division for dogs not used in field sports, the third 
prize for mastiffy and Newfoundlands has been withdrawn, and there 
is no prise for Dalmatians this yonr. A. champion class bas bean 
opened for bulldogs, and as all dogs of this breed who have previously 
won a first prize may contend in the champion class, an opportunity 
offers to owners of first-class dogs of carrying off a first-prize cup, 
Bull terriers will also be divided into two classes—-one for dogs ex- 
ceeding 1dibs, and another for dogs under that weight, the prizes being 
respectively £5 and £3, Another attractiba is in tho classes of Pome- 
radians, lialian greyhounds, Maltese, Blenheim spiniels, and King 
Charles’ spaniels, in which the prizes will be £3 and £2.

beinga doctor. Now it seems a hard thing, that a fairly educated young gentle- 
man, of good address and considerable talent, should find himself utterly un- 
ableto obtain, unaided by ‘a friend at court,’ enough to board and lodge and 
clothe himgelt respoctabl . But so it was with Horaco. What could he do, 
hampered with a wife? Horace had done her a trifling wrong, compared with 
the dire injury sho had done him by accepting him and marrying him without 
the prospect of a peuny from anyone. Thus argued Horace to himself ; and it 
did not by any means tend to improve his temper, ot add any extra touch of 
aminbility to his manner towards his wife. ‘They grew poorer and poorer too, 
and things began to look very desperate indeed, Horace was beginning to lowe 
his self-respect, and from never thinking of the morrow (he was always in ex- 
tremes), took to talking of nothing else all day, in the most dismal way ; So that 
really the atmosphere of the first floor at Mrs. Molloy’s was about as depressing 
as could well be conceived ; and how it was no grand, gloomy, Mantred-like 
piece of poetic misery ever came from the pen of Priscilla’s husband about 
this time, passes the comprehension of the present chronicler. Of course, too, 
it happened that the Molioys had a crowd of their own troubles, at the same 
dismal season.

little bit of dressmaking, and father’s occasional presents from his brother 
abroad, and & good fat hamper every three months from uncle John the farmer 
and grazier in Gloucestershire, Mra, Molloy managed to scrape on somehow, but 
it was hard work for her to contrive; and i? the wolf wasn't agtually at the door, 
he was a very little way indeed round the corner, Something was always hover- 
ing over tho house. Hither they couldn't make up the water-rate, or the green- 
grocer threatened the oon ayy court, or father had rua up a score at the public- 
house, and slaving Mrs, Molloy had to take the money from the rent, and haw 
to face the landlord next quarter, she—poor creaturo-—dida’t know, Thissteady, 
honest, overworked woman, might havo married a well-to-do shopkeeper, or 
her cousin the head clerk in a wholesale house, and have lived in comfort ; 
but she had preferred the thriftless, ne’er-do-well Molloy; aud she had never 
murmured at her lot, but drudged on for yours for that sellish, thankless churl 
and her annually increasing family, and had done her duty with a smile 
upon her honest face ; and even at the hardest times, with a humble thankful- 
ness at her heart, for the health and strongth with which heaven had endowed 
her, ‘Thore aromany such heroines in this great city: heroines we never hear 
of ; heroiies with coarse red hands, and in cotton gowns, who toil on patiently 
to the end,—struggling, much-euduring women, with the courage of martyrs, 

“Thore is a fraemasoury in poverty, and by certain signs and tokens Mrs, 
Molloy soon discovered the impecuniosity at her first-floor lodgers. ‘Tc say that 
aslight feeling of gratified revenge, for the haughty manner of the handsome 
Horace, did not at times suggest itself to her, wouid be to ignore the existence 
ol a Universal female attribute, which even the kindliest-hearted women are 
possessed of. But the gratification way of the slightest, and lasted buf a mo- 
ment; the honest bosom of the worthy creature warmed towards the young 
couple, and, with the genuine delicacy of'atrue woman, she treated them with 
much more attention and consideration, now that she felt her prospects of rent 
to be vague; whilst those trifling scraps and pickings, which in ali lodgings full 
to the share of the small fry of the family, were as carefally guarded by Ars, 
Molloy’s maternal oye, as it they were of untold value andimportance.

Ho Was tlways in extremes, He had no nation of caruing 
a bare subsistence by steady industry ; aud when it was suggested to him by 
Mr-, Pinto (who occasionally had faint gleams of common-sense), that he should 
try to get into an ollice where he could aru a trifling weekly sum for the present, 
ho received the notion With dignified contempt, and won his wife over to: hia 
viow of it, by picturing her loneliness in the long dismal days, whilst he yaa 
away from her wasting his manly bloom in a dingy office with common-plave 
yed-handed, hungry clecka, who would despise him for his gentlemanly appear- 
ance and ignorance of arithmetic, 


In conclusion we repeat we have read these volumos with pleasure 
and recommend them to the public as a good, wholesome work of 
fiction, which will bo perused eagerly and laid down with regret.

THE GROUSE SEASON. 


Prrrusuire Moors anp Foresrs.— So far as this county is concerned 
this has been the most successful shooting seuson on record, the baga 
made having, up to this time, been quite wonderful. The weather, 
upon the whole, has been highly favourable for sport; the broods of 
ae have been numerous, and the birds so strong that it has been 

iflicult to distinguish between the young and old. Since the twelfth, 
gamé boxes by tne ton weight have been sent to Perth, Crieff, and 
the other railway stations, Whenve they are chiefly sent to the south 
from the Perthshire moors. From one shooting, and that by no means 
ant extensive one, about half a ton was sent on Monday last. In ad- 
dition to moor fowl, ptarmigan, snipe, and Alpine hares, a great namber 
of capercalzie have been shot this season. This noble bird, after be- 
coming extinct in Scotland, was reintroduced by the late Marquis of 
Breadalbane, and now abounds in the extensive pine woods of Strath- 
tay and Upper Strathearn, forming a highly prized addition. to our 
me birds. Deer stalking has been successfully pursued in. the 
orests of Atholl, Blackmount, Glenartney, and ‘urtiom, many fine 
stags having been brought down. Blackcock shooting began on Mon- 
day last, and, although the weather was rathor unfavourable; good bags 
were made, among which may be noticed that of Lord Ravensworth 
and the Hon, Mr, Liddell, who, on that day, bagged 58 head on the 
Drummond Oastle grounds, besides 54 brace of grouse and a quantity 
of other game,

THE OUSE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


CHAMBERS, COOPER, AND KELLY. 

The circumstances which gave rise to the race we ara about to 
chronicle muat be fresh in the recollection of eur readers. On the 26th 
of May last H. Kelly, It. Cooper, and others met to contend on the 
broad watora of the Ouse at Lynn, for the championship of that river 
and £25. The contest was from the first confined to Kelly and 
Cooper, and was one of the most brilliant ever seen, the two men 
holding alternate leads until fall a mile had been rowed, whon Kelly,, 
although manifestly out of condition, began to show a lead after three 

uarters of the distance had been rowed, when a gun was discharged 
oi the bank, and Cooper, thinking the race was over, stopped, Kelly, 
of course, winning without difficulty. The friends of the Redhough 
hero were naturally chagrined at a result so undecisive in character, 
and Londoners even regretted that anything should have happerggl to 
spoil so good a race, and a discussion ensuing as to the relative merita 
of the men, the name of Chambers was introduced, and the happy idea 
suggested itself that the three great men should be brought to row to- 
gether. ‘The matter being taken up by the Tyne Rowing Club and 
the Lynn Regatta Committee, it was soon put ship-shape, and articles 
were drawn up by which it was arranged that the men should each 
stake £50, to which the Lynn Regatta Committee liberally added £100, 
to row the Champion course on the Ouse at Lyun, a distance of one 
mile and seven furlongs, on a day to be thereafter named; the winner 
to receive £200, and the second man £50, Mr. Digby, of Lynn, being 
appointed stakeholder. 

All the conditions in the artieles were fulfilled, and the day was fixed 
for Friday, August 18, Kelly and Chambers having had to train for 
the Championship, were of course fit for this event, while Cooper, who 
began hard work three weeks ago, aud reached Lynn on Saturday last, 
proved by his trials over the course that his form was not to ba des- 
pised. le rowed in a new boat built by Jewitt, of Dunston, and 
weighed 10st 2b. Kelly reached Lynn on Monday. Healso rowed 
well over the course, and betting was 7 to 4 on him, 5 to 2 agat 
Ohambers, and 4 to l agst Cooper. He rowed at 10st 81b on the day, 
andin the same boat in which hoe beat Chambers. Chambers arrived 
on Tuesday. Ho weighed List 2lb, and alyo did good work in practice. 

On the eventful day the weather was tolerably fine, and the Great 
Eastern, having put on specials, brought down a large number of 
spectators from all parts, boats from Newcastle also contributing to 
swell the crowd. Mr. B.D. Brickwood was umpire. At 5.40 the 
mon turned out, all looking in splendid condition, The tide had just 
turned, and after a preliminary paddle they all went to their stations 
at the top end of the course, it having been arranged that tho race 
should be rowed down to the bridge, a distance of 3,300 yards. Coopor 
was on the east side, Kelly in the centre, and Chambers on the west. 


THE RACE. 


Owing to the eagerness of the north countrymen several false 
starts occurred, but at four minutes past six they were off on very even 
torms. Immediately afterwards Cooper put on the pace, and at 150 
yards had assumed a lead of a quarter of a length, Kelly being the 
same in front of Ohambers, who spurted, but at 250 yards began to 
tail, the pace shutting him up in the most unmistakable manner. At 
800 yards Kelly spurted to within a yard of Cooper's bows, but the 
Redhough hero put it on again, and at a quarter of a mile again led 
by a quarter of alength, the men in the excitement of the struggle 
poring towards each other. A truly grand race it was between them 
as Kelly spurting drew all but level at 6500 yards, only, however, to 
fall in the rear again, as Cooper put on spurt for spurt in repeated 
succession. At 600 yards no alteration had occurred in the position 
of the leaders, but as far as Chambers was concerned he was already 
almost out of tho race, and fall a length behind Kelly, who at 700 
yards cloared him. Both Kelly and Cooper were now fairly stretched, 
and continued to close towards each other, Kelly being most in the 
wrong. When he was close to Cooper, however, he saw his mistake, 
aud, pulling his left strong! y, camonvarer the west side, and this neces- 
sarily somewhat impedi.g him, gave a slight advantage to Cooper, 
who increased his load to nearly a half a length. Tho instant. 
Kelly was straight, however, he put it on and at the half 
mile again thoy were as nearly level as at starting; but once more 
Cooper mado a great effort, and came away to his original lead, and 
as ho was areca drawing across the river was evidently some- 
what impeding Kelly, whose position was not nearly so advantageous 
to him as was Cooper's proper course, where he had the full strength 
firat of the ebb. At about a thousand yards from the start the 
Londoner, however, who would not be denied, again drew to within 
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few feet of Cooper's bows, when the north countryman renewed his 
splendid rowing, and led by nearly half a length, Chambers at this 
time peing two lengths at least behind, and tailing off fast. Cooper 
now continued to bore Kelly, who was rowing with the utmost fair- 
ness and giving way. Between the half mile and three quarters Kelly 
twice spurted up fill he was nearly level, but never till they were 
within a hundre yards of one mile did he draw quite up, when for a 
short space they kept together. Cooper, however, proved that it was 
not over yes for a magnificent spurt took him half a length at least in 
front of the southerner, who, although rowing at his utmost pace, and 
displaying his points to the utmost perfection, could evidently make 
but little impression upon the despised outsider. In the positions 
above indicated they passed tho mile post, when the friends of Harry, 
Who seemed to be more numerous than thoso of the others, called upon 
him to put it on, and fifty yards over the mile he came dead Jevel by a 
tremendous effort. Now, for the first time in the race, Cooper seemed 
Unable to answer enone sully, the repeated and plucky spurts of his 
Opponent, but he continued the boring we have spoken of before 
until Kelly was very nearly ashore, first pulling his right to get clear, 
and then pulling his left again, and so Derpetually, keeping up a con- 
tinnal afi severe wash for Kelly to row through, which Sendage was 
Most unjustifiable, as he clearly lost much ground by coming from his 
own water into Kelly's, besides leaving the best tide in the centre of 
® river. Ho still managed by these tactics to meee just ahead. 
Kelly again and again drew up, and yet the quarter mile posts were 
passed one after the other and there was nothing which could have 
indicated the result, 200 yards after the mile the men, finding them- 
Alves go evenly matched, began to steal anxious looks at each other, 
and both slackened a trifle for a blow, and then, puttiog double vigour 
into their strokes, they lay down to it again, and passed the tifth 
eanear mile post, Cooper a quarter of a length in front, Chambers 
Our lengths astern. Kelly, who had given way time alter time to 
Cooper, had now scarcely sufficient scull room, but still tried to go by 
on his own side, Cooper getting now three-quarters of a length in 
Tont. Just before the milo and a half Kelly spurted again, and 
per drawing across him, Kelly’s left-hand scull touched Cooper's 
washboard. Cooper, who had been previously cautioned three times 
the referee, then spurting, drew away another quarter of a length, 
and Kelly, who stopped a second and claimed a foul, then pulled his 
right and came under Cooper's stern, on to the off-side, so that Cooper 
now was well clear; but Kelly, spurting once more, drew on to and 
then over his opponent's stern, and go finished this great race. 

On a subsequent appeal to the referee, that official at once decided 
that Kelly had won, as, after behaving in the most manly and fair 
Way, ho had been clearly driven ashore and then fouled. The second 
Money, therefore, goes to Chambers, who, picking up at the finish, 
Was beaten three lengths. Ofhim it should be said that he pulled a 
Very plucky stern wager, but lost by the course he took, and was evi- 
dently under a disadvantage in meeting two such fast mon. Tho time 
Occupied in rowing the entire distance was 11min. 37sec.

ds ATORDAY, August 19th.—This annual aquatic meeting was held to- 
pea the River Wansbeck, situate about 17 miles north of Neweastle- 
suppor ee and was‘a success. Regattas are now receiving general 
locajitne throughout Hngland, and it is interesting that so small a 
Rout] ¥ 4% Cambois should meet with so much liberality from boating 
Nye "ten, who mostly date from Blyth—contiguous to Oambois, 
Sinouth, Shields, Newcastle, and other adjacent communities in the 
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North. Of course a great line may be drawn between most similar 
festivals. All, however, add to one common object, and that is, the 
amelioration of the people and the advancement of the sport. Oon- 
sequently, we look on all regattas as the harbinger of good motives, 
equally though the chief prizo be one hundred sovereigns or as many 
shillings. The river Wansbeck is especially suitablo for boatracing, 
being in close proxy, to the sea, and of sufficient lengthand width 
to admit of comfort to the on-lookers and room to the oarsman ; and as 
the various matches in the present instance were pulled in and out the 
whole were viewed with satisfaction. The starting point was from a 
keel moored opposite Mrs. Elizabeth Potts’ hostelry, on the Cambois 
side. Races Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, 9, and 10 were a distance of one 
and half miles. No. 5, skiff race, being ono mile and a quarter, 
and the two sailing matches, Nos. 13 and 14, were contested at sea, 
a distance of 4 miles, ‘The weather could not have been more favour- 
able, without being too hot; Old Sol was in charming countenance, 
and a large number of country folks enjoyed themselves greatly. The 
usual booths and stalls, for the sale of eatables and drinkables, were of 
course there on the bank top in paodly force, and did a prominent 
trade, Mrs. Potts’ noble hostelrie was thronged throughout the day, 
but we regret that civility from those in charge seemed to be & matter 
of very limited consideration. The sports commenced a few minutes

THE SOUTHPORT REGATTA. 


Tho weather was again fine on Saturday morning, and the prospects 
of « good day’s sport were considerably heightened by the large num- 
ber of craft of all descriptions that put in an appearance at an early 
hour. Thousands of excursionists from all parts of the county were 

resent, and by the hour appointed for commencing the day's proceed- 
ings the beach and pier were lined with spectators. The programme 
for the day was a very lengthy one, many of tho best prizes having 
been reserved from Friday, in consequence of the fewness of boats, 
Among the number were the Pier Company's Cup, value £30; and the 
Southport Club Cup, value £15, By slaved o'clock a slight breeze had 
sprung up, and soon after that hour the first race was started. It was 
agreed by the starter to shorten the distance of the yacht races, in con- 
sequence of the almost entire absence of wind, and some of the twelve 
mile races were reduced to about eight miles. The first race was for 
the Tradesmon’s Purse of £10, second prize £5, for herring boats, 12 
tons and under, open to all comers, distance about eight miles. There 
were four entries, the Sarah Anne and the Ellen, of Morecambe, both 
belonging to W. Brown; the Wonder, J, Shaw; and Lord Btanley, W. 
Jones, of Liverpool. ‘he Wonder was first, the Sarah Anne second. 
aud the Lord Stanley, third. For the Southport Club 
Cup, value £15, with a purse of £5 for the second boat, 
for yachts of 15 tons and under, there were six entries, 
viz. :—The Anne (W. Patey, Lytham); the Vision (A. Richardson, 
Liverpool) ; the Florida (T. Joynson, Liverpool), the Mary Louisa 
(tT. Dawson, Lytham); the Lotus (8S. Baker, w.M.Y.0.); and Camellia 
(E. Whiteside, Southport). Tho Mary Louisa obtained the start, and 
maintained it for some distance, but if soon became apparent that she 
was not to be the wiuning boat, for the Vision and Florida rapidly 
gained Epes her, and the latter, when she had fairly settled down, 
took the lead and held it to the finish. Tho third race was between 
the Southport Marsh Sides, Orossens, and Banks shrimping boats, 
They were divided into two classes, the first-class boat to be over 
g3ft., and the second-class to be 23ft. and under. First prize in each 
class, £5; second prize, £1. There were nino entries, viz.:—The 
Skipper, Happy Return, ‘Torment, and Clipper, in the first class; and 
the Bessieand Anne, Teaser, Providence, Alice, and Kitty, in the 
second. In the first class, the Torment came in first and the Skipper 
second; and inthe second olass, the Providence was first and the 
Bessieand Anne second. The Southport Purse of £15, second prize’ 
£3 10s., was next contested for by trawl] boats of fifty tons and under 
registered tonnag®, open to all comers. There were four entries, the 
Elizabeth (Wright), the Margaret Agnes (Bond), the Farmer (J. 
Wright), and the Secret (Leadbetter), The distance was about 
thirty miles, and the Elizabeth won, the Secret taking the 
second prize, ‘The Pier Company's Cup, for yachts of 15 to 35 
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tons, open to all comers, was the next prize contested for, and 
was by far the prettiest race of the day. There were three 
entries, the Delia, Queen, and Annie. “From the moment of 
starting it was abundantly clear that the race laid between the two 
latter, The little Annie got a start, and continued to make good use of 
it; for, notwithstanding that the Queen on several occasions laid close 
to her, she was nearly seven minutes in advance of the Queen at the 
finish of the race, and twenty-seven minutes before the Delia, The 
time taken by the Queen was four hours fifteen minutes. A protest 
has, however, been entered by the owner of the Queen against the 
Annie for fouling. There were several rowing matches, the first being 
for the Artizans’ Prize £3, for four-oared gigs rowed and steered by 
artizans resident in North Meols. There were two entries for this 
contest, the Ellen (Buck) and Rose (Wright), The Ellen won by 
about 100 yards. The next prize was one of £4, and £1 for the 
second boat, rowed for by four-oared gigs. The Marie (J. Whitehead), 
Lancashire Witch (R. Yi Heys), and the Pride of the River (J. Crook) 
entered. This was a very good race, the Pride of the River coming in 
first, closely followed by the Marie. Perhaps the most exciting sport 
of the day was the sculling match for £2, and 15s. for the second, and 
the duck hunt for £1. In the former contest five entered,—the Rover, 
Isabella, Nina, Delia, and Wasp—the distance being about 100 yards. 
The match was a very close one, the Rover obtaining the first place by 
about a length, and the Isabella coming in second, In the duck hunt, 
John Buck, after an exciting chase, was upset; and the day's pro- 
ceedings, 80 far as the regatta was concerned, terminated. There were 
a number of diversions on the sands during both days, and on Friday 
night a ball, got up under the auspices of the Regatta Committee, was 
held at the Town Hall, and was well attended. On Saturday evening 
the various prizes were distributed to the winners at the Royal Hotel.

This regatta, following a series of others that have taken place 
during the past week or so, on the South coast, took place in Torbay, 
on Monday and Tuesday, The sports on tho first day were confined to 
sailing matches. The weather was remarkably propitious, whilst, 
the wind was everything that could be desired for sailing.

Great GALA on THE ‘TyNy—-On Monday afternoon Jast the 
oflicialg and members of tho Newoastle-upon-Tyne Awimming Olub 
held their reynion opposite to the King's Meadows on the river Tyne; 
and wo may at once add that the various competijions werd a suc- 
cess, also that the swimming wag especislly scientific and well 
balanced, the only drawback being the weather, the clouds wept, and 
the rain fell jnst sufficient during the early part of tha day,and near to 
the hour of business, to obviate @ monster attendance; ad it was, how- 
ever, the assembly was passable, but the ontire absence of respectabi- 
lity—we mean as far 48 the sport was concerned—rather betokened a 
failure. Few clubs in England have risen go rapidly, in both in- 
fluence and talent, as the inétitution wo aro commenting on, and 
its success wo hesitate not to say is in thy principal measure dua to 
three gentlemen, whose characters and characteristics prove their great 
anxiety to extend swimming to the utmost extent in Noweastle, or 
perhaps, mara properly, the North of England, ‘Lhq club was first 
organised under difliculties; literally it sprung from nothing; per- 
severance, time, wealth, were liberally contributed, and from fa irst 
small station the N.S.0, has risen in the moderate tima of little more 
than three years to be one of the highest swimming establishments not 
only in the North, but in England, Deland, and the land of oakes aud 
whiaky ay well. This is saying great things for the dispositions of 
the people in Newcastle, and Mr, Jamea H. Baird, as treasurer, Mr. 
Johu Williams, as secretary, and Mr. William Waller, as tutor, have 
proper right to view their endeavours with satisfaction. Originally all 
galas were held at the Baths, Northumborland-street, but the scheme 
was found to bo partly impracticable ; consequently, to give tho public 
® treat it was resolved some time back to hold similar galas 
alongside the meadows on the Tyne, a probable distance of two miles 
from tho High Level Bridge, The first feta we believe took place 
last year, and. although comparatively a minor affair in 
comparison to the present, it was a success. That gala acted’as a 
stimulus, and great efforts were made to raise suificlent money to 
ee a chullenge cup, to be won two years, to be open to all 
ingland., £40 was required, but in spite of M.P.’s, Mayors, and Es- 
quires, as patrons, not half of that sum could be collected, and the 
consequence was, the project failed, and # small silver oup, pure 
chased hy afew gentlemen, value, perhaps, of about 8 gulneus, was 
the chief prize contended for on Monday, It wonld bo useless, we 
know, dwelling at greater length on the subject. The whole of the 
patroug of the N.8.C., exospt one, chose to let all solicitations go un- 
noticed, and that one gontloman wag Joseph Cowen, jun,, Hsq., pro- 
prietor of the Newcastle Daily Chronicle, who, without the slightest 
hesitauion or umbrage, Bavea handsome gum towards tho purchasing 
of the cup.
